Mettn (Seine-et-Marne). 
“Rarely has n man on trial for his 
Life displayed such .amazing cocl- 
ness as was shown by Gaston 
Guyot, the former stockbroker and 
member of the. Paris Produce Ex- 
chinge and’ a millionaire farmer, 
when he was charged .at the Assizes 
with strangling Marie Louise 
Beulaguet, a Paris telephone girl, 
whom he had promised to marry. 

_ For Ave hours the accused under- 
went an examination by the pre- 
siding ‘judge, amid. applause -and 
hissea from spectators, including 
many well-known, women. 

.Guyot only showed emotion when 


"1 reference was made to his daughter. 


Tears rolled down: his cheeks, and 
for a» few minutes he was unable 
to speak. He also nervously wiped 
his eyes with, a handkerchief when 
| Feference ‘was made to his two 
wives, both of whom are alleged to 
have shat themsel¥es.: 
Wives’ Violent Deaths, 

™ Guyot’s counsel strongly objected 
to questions on this-subject, which, 
ke’ said, had nothing to do with the 
death of Mile. Beulaguet, whose 
charred remains were found last 
-yenr beneath’ a hayrick in o field 
adjoining the main road from 
Paris to Meaux.' But the judge 
insisted ‘that the mysterious cir- 
comstances of these two deaths had 
on important bearing on the ques 
tion of Guyot’s morality. 

- By “dint: of the closest-examins-|;, 
tion of the prisoner’s private life 
the judge compelled him to confess 


4 that he had had innumerable mir 


tresses, With the excuse.“ I was 
single at the time,” he “admitted 
every accusation of immorality. 

According to him own version, 
when ho strangled—as he alleges, 
accidentally—the pretty telephone 
girl in the course ofa quarrel o8 
he was driving back. to Paris’ in 
his motor-car he was already the 
lover. of his brother’s widow, whom 
he planned te marry.,so as to re- 
cSore his vanishing fortune. This 
is the motive which the Bresette 
advances. for the crime.

tures. He seemed to take pleasure 
in recountidg his prowess in the 
réle of » Don Juan, and shrugg:d 
his shoulders at every rebuke of the 
judge.

HOLYROOD PALACE. ~ 


THE ROYAL COMPANY OF 
ARCHERS. 


Scenes of splendour | were unfold- 
ed in and around HolyroodPalace 
when, the King and Queen held a 
drawing-room. Eleven hundred 
people answered the Royal summons 


to attend, and all the noble families 
were represented. Great crowds 
outside the gateways of the quad.- 
rangle watched their arrival in a 
‘blaze of sunshine, while many more 
thousands, gathered “on the grecn 
slopes of. Salisbury Crags, looked 
duwn.to see one of the most pic- 
turesque ceremonies in Scottish his- 
tory. This was the presentation ‘to 
the King of the Reddendo by the 
Royal Company of ‘Archers, the’ 
King’ 5 bodyguard of ‘Scotland. This 

“rendering” is referred to in the 
‘charter granted by Queen Anne in 
1704 to the’ Royal” Company of 
Archers, under which they are 
bound to render, when asked ‘by-the 
reigning Sovereign, a pair' of barbed 
arrows, which, in archery, consists

Marching proudly in their green 
uniforms,: with red facing, and their 
Balmoral bonnets surmounted. by 
eagles’ feathers, the Royal Company:

The King, who was 
wearing the uniform, of Colonel-in- 
Chief of the Black Watch, inspected

nolds Tobacco Company). He com- 
mented on the decision of the Regis- 
trac. of Trade Marks,. to register 
the opposed mark, and. directed him 
to decline the fespondent appli- 
ention for registration, ‘the respond- 
ents to pay costs in Court and at 
the hearing before the an 


Mr. C. G. ‘Alabaster, 5.C., 
peared for the appellants, rene res- 
pondents not being represented. 

His Lordship said that the appeal 
was uwithout recent precedent in 
the, records of the Court and for 
that renson itowas to be regretted 
that the decision of the Registrar 
which was being appealed from was 
not supported before the Court by 
legal argument. 

Neither the Registrar of Trade 
Marks nor the respondents in whose 
favour’the decision of the Registrar 
was given had attended, and in 


| future cases he would welcome the 


assistance of the Registrar, especial- 
ly.in cases where’ otherwise the 
matter might be argued by one side 
only. 


In ,this” case the Registrar hed 
decided to permit the ‘respondents 
to register the trade mark, in ques- 
tion but the actual registration had 
not yet been made. In general, the 
Court would not interfere’ with the 
discretion of the Registrar, which 
Was of a judical nature, unless. it 
could be proved that the Registrar 


had acted male fide or -in-reaching|

To this enquiry the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has, up to the present, 
made no reply. Recently, however, 
the. Chief of the Far Eastern divi- 
sion of the Soviet Foreign Office 
declared to the Chinese Chargé 
d’Affaires in’ Moscow that, the ‘mili- 
tary authorities in Peking had with- 
held cypher. messages between .the 
Soviet Consul-General. in Peking 
and: the Soviet’ Government in viola- 
tion of international usage, and that 
unless the Chinese ‘authorities took 
steps to. put3acsi to. such prac- 
tices the Soviet Government,,would 
be obliged to take similar measures, 
in which case it would not be con- 
venient for either. government. 

It is understood that a telegram
